Forces by Land and Sea to Close in On 


the Enemy Immediately, 


Schley Will Be Left to Solve, the Problem of 


Taking Santiago. Story of the Oregon's 


Trip. 
Guns For Spain. 


MOVEMENTS AT CUBA. 


The American Squadron B.»m In The 


Island. 


Key West, May 28.—The movements of 


the American vestals under the three 
squadron 
commanders are 
pretty 


definitely known. 
It is generally ac- 


cepted as a fact that Schley is in the vi- 
cinity of Santiago while Watson's squad- 
ron is along the western and 'northern 
coast- 


tffce composition of the three squadrons 


has been changed but the names of the 
vessels is not permitted to be known. 
It is accepted as a fact that Schley is to 
be permitted to work out the problem at 
Santiago himself. 


The Oregon arrived this morning and is 


anchored off the Sand Key light. The 
gunboat Hornet came in this morning 
from the blockade and report all qaiet 
there. 


TO OeCUPV PORTO RICO. 


Ten. Thousand Soldier* To Be Landed 


on tbe Island. 


"Washington, May 26.—Cuba Is to b* 


Invaded at once. 


No danger threatens the moving of 


troops upon the sea. The Spanish fleet, 
caged in Santiago, harbor, is helpless. 
It is threatened from without by Schley's 
fighting squadron and will soon be 
hemmed in on the land side by soldiers 
wearing the uniform of the United 
(ftates. Troops may already have left 
Tampa for Key "West, the advance guard 
of the invading army. 


Simultaneously, perhaps, with the 


movement up»n Cuba will come the 
seizure and military occupation of Porto 
Rico. 


This plan is now under serious con- 


sideration. General Miles favors it, and 
pressure in the same direction is being 
brought to bear upon the president by 
leading senators. There are only 13,900 
Spanish troops on the island. A force 
of 15,000 American soldiers could easily 
defeat them. Over the island the Ameri- 
can flag woul* then float proudly. 


The problem of transportation has 


t*»n groatly simplified by the trapping 
Of the Spanish fleet in the harbor of 
Santiago. There were rumors yester- 
day to the effect that Admiral Cervera 
might not be in Santiago, and two or 
three of the cable officers did not hesi- 
tate to express som6 skepticism as to the 
Spanish admiral's presence there. It is 
Known, however, that Schley has re- 
torted that he has the enemy safely 
caged. It la hardly likely that •& has 
«ent this information of his personal 
knowledge for the miniature moun- 
tains which rise between the inner 
basin of the harbor and the sea prevent 
an actual sight of the ships. 


There is a general belief that Cervera 


hopes to soon hear of the arrival of re- 
inforcements from Cadi*. His maneu- 
vers have indicated that he is awaiting 
reinforcement* and it is believed that 
the need of economising his coal supply, 
•which he has found difficulty in replen- 
ishing, necessitated his seeking a har- 
bor of refuge, where he could tnjoy com- 
parative immunity from attack until re- 
inforcements, accompanied by trans- 
ports, Should arrive to join him. It re- 
quired t»o gr«»t a risk for him to at- 
tempt to reach Clenfuegos, and he was 
then left to choose between Santiago d« 
Cuba and San Juan, Porto Rico. 


As soon a* & sufficient army is landed 


in Cuba to hold the Spanish in check at 
every point and to warrant aggressive 
operations, there win be an attack by 
land forces upon Santiago de Cuba, 
which eould speedily be compelled to 
surrender. Th* occupation of Santiago 
de Cuba by our troops and the blockad- 
ing of the entrance to the harbor by our 
flee* would lesj*re>the Spanish fleet utterly 
•without suppbrt or escape, and the 
Spanish admiral would either have to 
sursvnder or Jisv* his fleet destroyed. 


The same plan contemplates the bom- 


banlmtMt of Stavana and a general at- 
tack vpra the Spanish forces at all 
qilarters.

naval fort*, is lying off the northern 
coast of Cuba, prepared to bombard 
IlaVkaa the jnomeht the military in- 
VfeslottfcesjfM. While the ships attached 
to Ceeimodore Schley's squadron are 
subject to the orders of Rear Admiral 
Sampson, the latter officer assigned to 
the commander of the flying squadron

THE OREGON'S TRIP. 


The Big Battleship fclves an Account 


of Its Trip. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Key. 
West, Fla., • May 26.—Captain 


Charles E. Clark and otnsr officers cf the 
Oregon, came ashore at 10 o'clock- this 
morning and reported all well on board 
and the ship in good condition. 


Tbe Oregon left San Francisco March 


19, arrived Calloa April 3, left there April 
7, and passed Sandy Point April 21, 
arriving at Rio Janerio April 30. The 
battleship reached Bahia on May Sand 
touched at Barbados on May 18. At the 
latter place the warship was qaarantined 
but only detained one day. The -battle- 
ship arrived of Jupiter Light on May 24 
and then communicated with Washington. 


The Oregon picked up the cruisers 


Marietta and the dynamite cruiser Nic- 
theroy between Rio Janerio and Bahia, 
but she parted company with them after 
a few hundred miles. Capt. Clark said 
that the crew of the Oregon had suffered 
much from the heat in passing twice 
through the topics. 


"All the way along," he added, "we 


were wondering whera the Spaniards 
were, and we never ascertained that fact 
until reached hereV' 
"Do you know 


now? " Capt. Clark was asked. "Well," 
he replied "I imagine we can make a very 
accurate guess." 


The Oregon will remain here for orders. 


She coaled four times on her trip, at Cal- 
loa, Sandy Point, Eio Janeiro and Barba- 
dos and reached here with plenty of coal 
and. water on board. The first news the 
officers and crew of theOregon had of the 
Manila victory was at Bio Janeiro where 
Captain Clark received a telegram from 
Washington.

to a TOUBS; Woman Stenographer and 
Swings a* Be Talk*—A New Pomona 
Anecdote.

Ing how mneh he got for it most of us 
are curious to learn just bow tbe author 
of a favorite story want about the work 
of composition. It is very common, this 
fondness for watching other people at 
work. A Eign painter decorating a dead 
wall with red and green letters will ar- 
rest aiid hold a city crowd composed of 
busy people. 


Many popular anthers have confided

One- genius 
writes standing at a bookkeeper's desk, 
while another hammer* out his flights 
of fancy on a typewriter, 


Frank B. Stockton, with characteris- 


tic uniqueness, swings iu a hammock 
and dictates his inventions to a young 
lady stenographer. This is just like 
Stockton. Who else could have thought 
of using the hammock as an aid to lit- 
erature? 


This ia no mere unfounded rumor 


from tbe sanotum. It is an established 
fact. Neither is it based on a passing 
freak of tbe author. No, Mr. Stockton 
has tho hammock habit firmly fixed in 
bis everyday life. 
In bis study the 


hammock is tbe most conspicuous fea- 
ture of the room, as a hammock bnng 
anywhere indoors is bound to be. His 
be bas swung across one corner of tbe 
etndy and nest to two large windows 
out of which be can view a long stretch 
of Jersey uplands. 


It was from the depths of his bam-, 


mock that issued forth "Tbe Girl at 
Cobhurst," tbe latest addition to Stook- 
tonania. When be is ready for work, 
wbicb is usually about 10 o'clock in tha 
morning, tbe young lady stenographer 
seats herself demurely at the writing 
desk and Mr. Stockton drops into Ms

hammock. For bait an hour perhaps not 
a word is spoken. The author ia sum- 
moning from the Land of Is Not the 
Eftnations and characters of tbe story in 
band. Sometimes the minntes lengthen 
into hours, and still the man in tbe 
hammock bas not begnn tbe telling of 
tbe story, bnt generally he bas dictated 
about 1,000 words by luncheon time, 
when be quits work for. the day. 


Now, 
every writer knows that 1,000 


words is bnt a small daily stint, yet few 
authors give the presses more to do than 
be. In fact, be is wonderfully prolific. 
I know of at least two long serials and 
one book not pnblisbed in serial form 
which be has pnt forth Witbin a year. 


It is only when be has a story thor- 


oughly thought out tbat be begins to 
tell it to the stenographer. This does 
not mean tbat be bas settled on all the 
details, but merely tbat characters and 
the qneer situations into which be 
thrusts them have all been invented. 
The telling of it all takes time, becanse 
Mr. Stockton believes iu making "clean 
copy" of bis first draft. After he has 
finished dictating tbe stenographer goes 
to her room Way up in the top of tba 
bouse and writes it all out neatly on a 
typewriter. Hhis part of the work is 
banished to tbe tipper floor because Mr. 
Stockton dislikes tfae noisy click of the 
keya 


Mr. Stockton's home is a stately, 


colonial house set in the midst of fine, 
broad aorea near Morristown, N. J, It 
is much like other fine country homes 
in tbe neighborhood and neither exter- 
nally nor inmiorly betrayg any of the 
eccentricities of literary genius. Mr. 
Stockton is not eccentric, in fact. Prob- 
ably he lavishes on his characters aU 
the quaint and unusual conceits whion 
occur to him. Without this safety valve 
be might b« tbe greatest crank in Chris* 
teudom. Personally he looks very mild 
and unimaginative. He ia 64 years old, 
but he is a young old uian in spite of his 
white hair and iron gray mugtaohe. 


Mr. Stockton can talk and write very 


entertainingly about his work and his 
books. Here is an anecdote which be 
tells of himself: 


"When I oanie to publish the third 


edition of 'Rudder Grange,'I decided 
tbat Pomona's baby was in the way be- 
cause I wanted Pomona and J'uia's to 
have a series of adventures ia Europe. 
I confided my plans to 107 dentist, a 
very good friend of rnipe, While be bad 
me in hie chair. As I left and opened 
tbe door of the waiting room, where 
there were several women, be called to 
me:" 'Then yon bay* positively decided 
to kill tbat baby?'

There are many differ- 
ent patterns, wide and narrow, waved, 
zigzagged and Greek key patterned, but no 
one of the lines is over half an inch wido 
with tho same spaco of plain cloth be- 
tween. , Most of them are very close. 


Black silk warp henrietta and eudora 


aro both shown with confidence, as they 
are among tho staple goods. They are the 
same now as they were, perfect, and will be 
worn by those who like plain surfaced 
goods. Mohair brilliantines are also of- 
fered, plain and illuminated, with small 
vtoren figures. But the greatest novelty 
is that many of the very finest of the fall 
black goods have been rendered waterproof, 
like the English crape, by some process of 
manufacture. 


Among tho new goods thus treated are

when all pur outdoor apparel, even to hats, 
will be treated in this way, and there is 
no reason why men's garments should not 
be made waterproof too. When we see 
these exquisite goods and learn that they 
can be worn in a pouring rain, it almost 
seems as if the millennium has arrived. 


I have purposely left the new poplins 


and corded wool and silk effects to the 
last. 
There are several grades of black 


Irish poplin, only that'this has a wool fill- 
ing instead of the old time linen. This 
makes tho goods unshrinkable and very 
much more flexible and soft, while the 
cord is fuller, richer and the whole fabric 
infinitely better and more beautiful than 
the old style of Irish popliu. This has a 
plain surface, if one inpy BO 'describe a 
surface that while jet black still glistens 
with a frosty bloom peculiar to itself. 
Nothing could be more superb than this 
poplin. It com.es 44 inches wide and will

There is a long list of corded poplins in 


bayadere stripes, all black, of course. These 
stripes are wrought by silk cords raised 
above the surface in weaving.

may be straight and thick, with others 
ej^ch side narrowing down to the surface, 
while in others the center cord may be 
waved or zigzag with straight dr waved 
lines of narrower cord ou each side.

PERT PERSONALS. 


The Army Medical Library. 


Botb library and museum date their 


existence from tbe late civil vrar, •whose 
horrors and sufferings prompted a pro- 
found study of military medicine and 
surgery. In 1883, Surgeon General Ham- 
mond directed all medical officers of 
tbe army "to collect and forward to tbe 
office of tbe surgeon general all speci- 
mens of morbid anatomy, surgical or 
medical, which may be regarded as 
valuable, together with projectiles and 
foreign bodies removed, and such other 
matters as may prove of interest." The 
office of the surgeon general possessed 
about 3SO books on medical subjects a* 
tbat time, when congress legislated to 
appropriate $5,000 yearly for the pur- 
chase of reference books to be used in 
tbe compilation of the "Medical and 
Surgical History of the War." In 1865, 
Dr. John S. Billings, U. S. A.,'wai 
placed in charge of tbe embryo enter- 
prise and his wide, grasping mind in- 
stantly eeized tbis opportunity to lay 
the foundation of a national medical 
library. The success of this scheme, un- 
der his energetic administration as 
curator tor 30 years has been phenom- 
enal. 


Since April, 1897, Dr. J. C. Merrill 


has been in charge of the library, which 
at present contains on its shelves ^ 30, • 
000 volumes of bound books, and more 
than 200,000 pamphlets, besides a valu- 
able collection of atlases of plates and 
engravings, and is acknowledged to be 
"the moslj complete collection of medi- 
cal literature in the world."—Godey's 
Magazine. 


New Zealand Mutton. 


The story of a New Zealand eheep 


designed for the London market may be 
very briefly told. It is taken from the 
run to the slaughter house, killed, 
dressed and transferred to the cooling 
room. Tbe skin and superfluous fat are 
retained; after ten hours' cooling the 
carcass goes into the refrigerating room 
for 86 hours. Thence it goes to the stor- 
ing room, and when it bas been envel- 
oped in its cotton "shirt" and labeled 
is ready for its journey over sea. The 
steamers which bring the meat to us 
through the tropics have, of course, to 
be fitted ith refrigerating appliances, 
and our sheep takes its place among 
thousands of others, some of the boats 
being fitted to carry as many as 70,000 
carcasses at one time.

And yet 
be boastfully declared in the upper 
chamber of the cortes a few days ago 
that "the Spanish government will never 
accept peace if the territorial integrity of 
Spain is not maintained." 


This declaration, if it is to be taken ser- 


iously, means that Spain will never make 
peace with the United States on condition 
of surrendering Cuba or the Philippines. 
Baying this at a time when he realized 
that Spain's eastern province had already 
passed oat of her control, and when he 
most Have felt that Cuban independence 
was bat a question of how long the be- 
leaguered island could hold ont against 
the superior resources of a flrst-elasi 
power, the Spanish premier must have 
been talking for effect.

Carstairs turned the screw sharply.

A Monster Palace. 


Spain 'possesses one of the largest 


buildings in the world.- It is at once a 
palace, a museum, a library,« picture 
gallery, a monastery, a church and a 
burial place. This wonderful edifice is 
called the Eecorial, although the name 
is very generally corrupted both in Eng 
land and America into "Escurial." 


The Escorial was commenced in 1502 


by order of Philip II of Spain and wae 
intended partly as a royal burying place 
for the kings of Spain and partly as a 
commemoration of Philip's victory ovci 
the French at St. Quentin in 1557. It if 
built entirely of granite and measures 
744 feet in length by 080 feet in breadth 
At each" corner is a tower 200 feet h 
height The building is supposed to 
represent an enormous gridiron lylnjj 
upside down, and this shape is believed 
to. have reference to St. Lawrence, wlu 
was martyred on a gridiron.

ing it, and it cost OTW $14,000,000. 1 
has been twice partly destroyed by light 
ning and was sacked by the French sol 
dicrs in 1808. That* are 14,000 door. 
and 11,000 windows.

COLONEL FUED GRANT AND HIS FA- 


MILIARITY WITH ARMY LIFE. 


Ill* Story of the Surrender of Vickiburg 


to HI* Father—The General's Calmness 
ID One of the Civil War's Great Crises. 
The Latest From Barry Marks. 


NEW YORK, May SO.—[Special.]—Re- 


ports from Chiokainauga pui-k regarding 
Volonel Fred Grant show that ho is easily 
(ailing into tho ways of the soldier—ways, 
by the bye, which be learned all about 
when he was only a lad and had the privi- 
lege of being his father's camp companion 
before Vlcksburg and elsewhere. 


Fred Grant was a lad of 13 when Vicks- 


bnrif f«ll 
Ho shared his father's tent nil 


through tho siege, nnd his description of 
f!»o surrender given by himself to the 
vrr'tor some time ago seems appropriate 
for reproduction hero. 
""Tho meeting of the Confederate Gen- 
eral Pejn'oerton and ray father on July 8, 
1863. has often been described much better 
than I Could toll of it,'' said the colonel 
modestly. "All that day I was ill with 
toothache, and at uig'ht tho pain was so 
groat that I could not sleep. Our tent 
was furnished •xery plainly, containing 
only two cots, two stools and a board table 
that had been knocked together by some 
of the soldiers, 


"My father was naturally much inter- 


ested in whatever should transpire through 
the night, and, contrary to his general cus- 
tom after a busy day, he did not lio down 
nnd sleep, but sat at tho board table writ- 
ing letters by the flickering light of a can 
die. From where I lay I could seohis face, 
and, boy as I w as, I remember to have 
been much impressed by its immobility as 
ho wrote. Hour alter hour passed, and 
ho wrote steadily and in silence, scarcely 
lifting his head once before midnight. 


A Great General at a Great Moment. 
"In spite of fay pain, I had just begun 


to doze when I heard some one approach- 
ing. I knew that tho errand of the visitor 
must be one of importance, and I became 
wide awake at once. In a moment an or- 
derly entered and handed my father a 
note. He opened it deliberately and with 
an expression of great interest on his face, 
but still without speaking, and read it 
through two or three times before break- 
ing silence. Then he drew a long breath. 


•' 'Well, Fred,'he said at length, 'it's 


all over with. We enter Vioksburg in the 
morning as soon as the terms of the formal 
surrender can bo-arranged.' 


"That was all, and I suppose he must 


havo turned in at once, though I don't 
know, for my own exhaustion and the re- 
action caused by tho announcement that 
the siege of Vicksburg was actually fin- 
ished caused me to fall asleep imme- 
diately. Of the events of the next day I 
remember few details. I was only a boy, 
and many interesting and important 
events naturally escaped me. The meeting 
between my father and General Pember- 
ton was short and courteous, but there 
was no great cordiality between them of 
course. Everybody seemed heartily glad 
when the talk was over and the articles of 
capitulation had been signed. As soon as 
possible after that we mounted our horses 
and rode into town. I have a distinct 
recollection that our animals had to jump 
the breastworks and that the jolting added 
much to the pain I suffered from my still 
aching tooth." 


Colonel Grant's friends in New York 


believe he will make a good soldier—in 
fact, that the military life ia tho one call- 
Ing for which he is best fitted. When ho 
was United States minister to the Aus- 
trian court, he made a most exhaustive 
study of the artniea and army, systems of 
the old world and was then considered to 
be one of the best posted men living in all 
round military information. 


Harry Mark* Alain. 


Old timers among newspaper men and 


financiers in this town are interested in 


latest news from London about Harry 


who flourished here as a reporter 


some twenty odd years ago, but has long 
been one of the institutional characters, 
so to speak, of the world's metropolis. 


In brief, this latest Marks news is that 


he succeeded not long ago, in pursuance 
of a plan to build a railroad in Wales, in 
securing a sweeping power" of attorney 
from Queen Victoria's second son, Duke 
Alfred of Sare-Coburg. According to the 
story, no more comprehensive document of 
its class was ever issued than the one given 
by the duke, for it placed all his property, 
both real and personal, in the hands of 
Harks. 
Of course the proceeding has 


aroused no end of Indignation on the other 
side."It is supposed by many," said a New 
Yorker who knew him well when he was 
prominent here today, "that Marks is an 
American, but he isn't. He waa born in 
London and is the son of a London rabbi. 
He is now publisher of the London Finan- 
cial News, but he began his newspaper 
career when only 16 as a reporter for a 
Texas paper. It was while JH Texas that 
he got acquainted with Thomas 'Porter- 
house' Oohiltree, who afterward helped 
him start his paper in London. Ochiltree 
tells a stcry about Marks that shows him 
to be no coward, whatever his faults in 
general may be. 


Marks and the Desperado. 


"Marks left Galveston before he was 20 


nnd went to work on the San Antonio Ex- 
press. There he had occasion to write up 
a notorious desperado named Vandergraff, 
who had 'killed his man' and of whom 
every one thereabouts stood In mortartor- 
ror. Vandergraft sent word to the reporter 
that he should kill him on sight. Marks 
didn't liko that, Of course, and started ont 
to find his man. They met tn a gambling 
house, but Marks saw Vandergraff first 
and proceeded promptly to knock him 
down. Then he kicked and pumjneled him 
till he was nearly dead. When .tho bod 
ir.an was sufficiently punished, Marks let 
him up, saying: 
" 'Now you can kill me If yoti want to, 


but if you don't I shall kill you unless 
(ou get out of town Inside of an hour,' 


"Vandergraff went promptly, and after 


that Marks was one of the most popular 
men In all San Antonio. It was his con- 
duct at that time that attracted Ochiltreo 
to him. I don't know how much Oohil- 
tree advanoed to help start The Financial 
News, but I have understood that the sum 
was large enough to insure very wtisfao- 
tory returns. The paper Is a highly suc- 
cessful shoot, and Marks if supposed to 
enjoy an Income of some hundreds of 
thuusands (in (iuUais) a >w. H» nw- 
ried a Miss Benjamin, who brought him a 
good deal of money, and he has been quite 
active In politic! as well aa finance. Hi* 
chief occupation W that of promoter, and 
he fan been the subject of many startling 
charges. 
While in Mew York he waa em- 


ployed successively on The Worl^ Th« 
Times and The Tribune."

In spite of the terriblo increase in the 


destrnctiveness of modern warfare the 
tendency of the times is to make a con- 
flict as humane aa practicable. For this 
reason the use of copper covered bullets 
has been frowned upon, and a Philadel- 
phia physician has a plan that ha claims 
will wonderfully mitigate the suffering 
of a man •whose body has been perforat- 
ed by the modern small caliber ballet. 
It is well established that the velocity 
and penetrating force of these ballets 
are so great that unless they chance to 
strike a "bone they will pass entirely 
through a man's body -without his know- 
ing it. The physician's idea is to attach 
a small wad of anisaptic cotton to the 
rear of the bnllat. This would be oover- 
ed by the shell of the cartridge and 
could not interfere-with loading,or fir- 
ing. 
As the ballet passes through a per- 


son the wad will antisepticize the wonnd 
and prevent consequent suppuration. It 
may be possible to so nicely adjust the 
adhesion of the wad to the bullet that 
as the missile passes oat it will leave 
the wad to plug the bole and stop bleed- 
ing. Ultimately this system might do 
away with the necessity of a large med- 
ical corps, as each bullet would oarry 
medical treatment for the nnfortnnate 
it wounded.—Philadelphia Eeoord.

A Bag Full of Breath. 


The "pneumatophor," an Austrian 


invention for enabling miners, firemen, 
etc., to breaths when surrounded by 
after damp, smoke or noxious fames, of 
any kind, consists of an airtight rnbber 
bag containing a steel bottle of pure 
oxygen at a pressure of 100 liters and a 
metal protected glass bottle containing 
a 25 per cent solution of caustio soda. 
The oxygen can be admitted by a hand 
screw into the bag and drawn into the 
month through a rubber tube, the nose 
being closed by a clip. The turn of an- 
other hand screw breaks the glass bottle, 
allowing the caustic soda to flow out 
and bo absorbed by a knitted network 
in tho bag to absorb tho carbonic acid 
exhaled, allowing the oxygen to be re- 
breathed, tha apparatus being capable 
of furnishing oxygen enough to-.last 
from 80 to 90 minutes, as has been at- 
tested by numerous experiments.

"Washington, May 26.—"rvliUe the pro- 


vision in the sundry civil appropriation 
»H1 for the proper representation of this 
country at the Paris exposition, which 
was inserted by the senate, has not yet 
been taken up in a formal way by the 
conference coaimittee which is consider- 
ing the bill, the subject has had more 
or less attention from the members of the 
committee as individuals. 
They ap- 


preciate ihe delicacy of the situation, 
realizing th»t they axe acting largely 
in a. diplomatic capacity in dealing with 
this subject, and accordingly they are 
impressed with the necessity of proceed- 
ing with caution. 


Their attention haa been called tp both 


sides of the question, and the fact has 
developed that th«rts is an element in 
this country quite opposed to making any 
appropriation 
because of the alleged 


partiality of France toward Spain- in 
the present war. 
Th« fact haa also de- 


veloped that at leaat one member of the 
committee is of the ofeinioa that no apt 
propriaiion should be made under the 
circumstances. 
The indications are, 


however, quite strons that this view will 
not prevail unless some act of hostility 
should be committed by the French peo- 
ple, «,nd so long as the French govern- 
ment continues to declare its good will • 
the prevailing opinion among the com- 
jnitteemen seems to be that the wise 
and proper policy is to proceed in the 
matter Just us would toe done if there 
were no war on. 


Some of the house conferred are of the 


opinion that the senate provision lo«1clng 
to the ultimate expenditure of about 
$750,000 on the exposition is too liberal, 
and that it would be at any time more 
than this country would be Justified in 
expending upon "a foreign 
exhibition.

and be an earnest of our good will to- 
ward France. 
Some members ol the 


committee evftn feel that the diplomatic 
situation is such aj to render It more ex- 
pedient than ordinarily would be the 
case to act liberally in the matter now, 
and it is understood that the adminis- 
tration has quietly presented this view. 
There is a. feeling that the appropriation 
should be made, and if-subsequent de- 
velopments should prove its expenditure 
unwise the president can be trusted to 
act in accordance with the best Interests 
of the country.

Jimlnez' Cipher Letter. 


Key West, May 26.—The investigation 


of the case of the suspected Spanish spy, 
Remigro Jiminez, brought out new facts 
yesterday. A search of Jiminez'6 ef- 
fects revealed a cipher letter, Which 
turned out to be the key to 68 charts of 
the Atlantic coast from Maine to Flor- 
ida, particular minuteness being shown 
as to the vicinity of Norfolk, New York, 
Boston and Pro'Hdence harbors, and the 
inlets around Tampa. All the t'lorlda 
keys and the Tortugas are also explained 
in detail. The bill for these charts Is 
made out in the name of M. Rapurta. 
Under examination Jlmmez at first as- 
serted that he had shipped them to 
Rapurta at some South American point 
on April 18, but later he contradicted 
himself, and eventually declared that he 
had made them in 'New York. Other 
papers found on him apparently verify 
his showing that he had bought the 
charts from a New York firm on AprJ! 
19 for $27.25 and sold them for $60. A 
rigorous search failed to locate tfie 
charts. Jiminez sweara that he was an 
engineer in the Spanish navy in Cuban 
waters, but ran away in 1890, since which 
time he has lived In New York. An old 
sword and a pair of new epaujfttfs 
found in his trunk were a part of his 
equipment.

department could furnish them on short 
notice. The men of the Seventy-flrst New 
York regiment were glad to get even hard 
tack recently, for while still in sight of 
their homes they were cooped up on a 
transport without any provisions for nearly 
24 hours. 


The hard tack of today Is a far different 


article from that which was supplied to 
the boys of 1861. Instead of being a great 
round disk half an inch thick and almost 
as impenetrable as armor plate it is fur- 
nished in thin squares the size of an or- 
dinary soda craoker. It is somewhat thick- 
er and not so brittle as the soda craoker, 
being palatable and easily eaten. 


The hnrd tack of the civil war was made 


from inferior flour, mixed with little skill 
and so thick that it required stout teeth 
to bite it. The old campaigners used to 
gay they could use a hard taok as a plate on 
which to out their meat, and that when 
they wanted to break it they took it to the 
company, blacksmith. What they really 
did was to soak it in coffee, end many an 
old soldier will tell you that in this way 
he has made many a welcome meal. 


Hard tack is intended only for field use 


when the army is making long marches 
and is in camp for too short a time to en- 
able the army cooks to mix and bake 
bread. It is convenient to carry, besides 
being wholesome and nourishing. A hard 
tack fed soldier fights well. But the chief 
virtue of the hardtack is that it is affected 
by neither time nor temperature. It never 
sours, never becomes moldy and is always 
ready for use. 


Atlanta is the great hard tacjjc center, 
just as it was in the days of the*ivil war. 


There are several big hard tack factories 


in that city. Not long ago, when it was 
expected that the invasion of Cuba would 
begin within a day or two, a rush order 
was distributed among these factories, 
and inside of 48 hours they turned out 
over 100,000 pounds of hardtack. This 
Beems a lot, but it would not last the 
troops assembled at Tampa now more than 
two days. 


If hard taok had to be made by hand, 


Uncle Sam would need an army of bakers 
as well os an army of soldiers. But ma- 
chinery has made it possible for a small 
squad of bakers to turn out enough hard 
tack to supply an army corps. 


Flour, lard, salt, soda and water are the 


ingredients of tho hard tack. The process 
of mixing the flour and baking the hard 
tack is very interesting. The first thing 
ione is to pour six barrels of flour into a 
buge miser. Several pounds of lard, with 
She salt and soda, is then put in and the 
3ig machine begins to revolve, and in a 
few moments the water flour is made into 
dough. It is taken from the mixer and 
slightly kneaded by hand; then it is put 
into a brako which kneads the tough 
dough out flat. 


The dough, after being kneaded to the 


right consistency, is put into the machine 
whi^h flattens it out and cvits it into the 
size of the crackers and also makes the 
>erforations in the crackers. 
This ma- 


chine rolls the flattened dough out as fast 
as two men can move it away on huge 
platters and shove it into the baking ovens. 


The ovens arc 12 in number and are 


hung upon a large revolving wheel like 
the Ferris wheel. The dough is placed 
upon tho shelves of the oven and by the 
time it makes one revolution the dough is 
cooked into a hard, crisp cracker."" The 
crackers are then caught up by a belt and 
carried up stairs to the packing" room, 
where they are neatly packed into *he big 
boxes and sent away to the soldiers.

Into It coinos information from every part 
of th« world concerning the doings of our 
lighting men on land and sea 


This Mrar room is a new feature of the 


executive mansion. It has been recently 
fitted up for the purpose. Telegraph ana 
telephone wires by tho dozens have been 
brought m, operators have been established 
at tables and war maps hung on tho walls. 
Tho room was formerly tho office of tho 
president's private secretary, but although 
Mr. Porter still occupies it he has lots of 
company. 


When President McKinley stops into 


this room, he is ns irmch at. tho front as if 
he had the gift of omnipresence and could 
be with tho army of Cuban invasion, with 
Dewoy at Manilla jind with each of tho 
squadrons on tho high seas at one and the 
samo time, in tho war room ho can put 
his hand on tho throttle of the complicat- 
ed engine of war and control its move- 
ments. 


Whenever a prize is captured, an enemy 


Ho T/as ^ sighted, a port bombarded or a battle 


fought, tho news is clicked into this long, 
narrow room, and from there it filters out 
to the outside woild as soon as discretion 
aliows. 


It is in the warroom that the war orders 


are given. Complete electrical connec- 
tions such as have never before been em- 
ployed by tho chief executive of any nation 
in time of war have been established, and 
where the wires cannot run other means 
of communication patch the gaps. For 
instance, the president after consultation 
with his cabinet and the naval board of 
strategy decides to send. Important orders 
to a fleet admiral. The man he wishes to, 
reach is far out at sea. But this is no 
obstacle. .The order is put into the naval 
cipher, telegraphed to a half dozen seaooast 
points, and there displayed by semaphores 
and signal lights. Pretty soon a scout 
ship, miles out at sea, discovers the signal. 
She runs in near enough to read it, signi- 
fies that she understands and then steams 
off to deliver the message to the admiral. 


The average war correspondent would 


give his head for the privilege of collect- 
ing news In this room, but both the pry- 
ing reporter and the inquisitive citizen are 
barred out of this corner of the White 
House. The war room is connected with 
the president's private office and with the 
cabinet room. It is In the southeast cor- 
ner of tho White House with windows 
overlooking tho White Lot and the Poto- 
mac.

and reaching across to Cape Verde and to 
Spain, and thence to the Asiatic countries, 
including tho two great oceans, the cable 
routes aud by whom owned and the tracks 
of full powered steamers. 


On the different maps the positions of 


the fleets of the United States and Spain 
are carefully marked by pin flags—red 
flags representing the Spanish ships and 
white flags the ships of the United States. 
Between the advices which come to him 
by wire and the outline of the situation 
which these maps and flags disclose tho 
president can.follow pretty closely the de- 
velopment of affairs. 


To the left of the entrance door is a large 


bookcase and adjoining that is a private 
telephone booth, shutting off the noise of 
the room for the special benefit of Secre- 
tary Porter, and in front of that is the 
private secretary's desk. It is in nowise 
like the desk of a busy newspaper man. A 
glance shows it to be the desk of an or- 
derly official. 


But the most formidable piece of furni- 


ture in Hie room is the operating desk of 
the chief executive clerk, Benjamin F. 
Montgomery, who for 21 years has been 
an essential part of the White House estab- 
lishment, tlr. Montgomery's war room 
desk appears to a civilian as complicated 
as tho table of logarithms does to a now 
schoolboy. On one side of it there is a 
movable board of telegraphic instruments, 
including keys, relays, sounders and 
switch. This board is subject to immedi- 
ate connection with telegraphic instru- 
ments around the world. Just in front of | 
it there is a typewriter all really to catch i 
the messages that come from the keys. On 
the left'of the desk is a long distance tele- 
phone ready to connect with every other 
long distance telephone in the United 
States. In the center is a gramophone, 
into whio^i Mr. Montgomery talks mes- 
sages when there is convenient no operator 
to take them and no stenographer to whom 
they can be dictated. 
• 


• Adjoining the desk on the left is a series 
of private telephones. Underneath are 
signal bells connected with the desk of ev- 
ery employee in the building. Besides 
there are drawers, pigeonholes, letter files 
and what not of a regulation office desk. 


In this room the* are 35 telegraph 


wires, IB special telephone wires, the 
wires of the Railway Exchange, and tho 
long distance telephone system connecting 
with New York, Chicago and every other 
place having a long distance telephone. 
Exclusive direct wires connect with the 
senate and with all the cabinet offices. 
The telegraph operators work in relay* so 
that at no hour of the night or day is tho 
room empty.

Why He In There and Haw Hto PreMae* 


Hamper* the Effort* of

Kewspaper Correspondent! — Not to B« 
Fooled by Cipher Dlipatehee. 


The censor is an unfamiliar Institution 


to Americana, but the censor is very 
much In evidence today. With the coun- • 
try swarming with Spanish spies tho gov- 
ernment officials hare found that tho 
Spaniards wore altogether too well inform- 
ed as to the movements of our fleet, and 
they have taken'eteps to put a stop to It. 
Of course Uncle Sam would be willing to 
have every loyal citizen know just where 
our battleships have sailed and what they 
are going to do if there were some way of 
confining such news to the said loyal citi- 
zen, but unfortunately the reading of 
newspapers Is not restricted to patriots, so 
the only thing left to do is to sec that tho 
newspapers do not get hold of news which 
ought to bo kept secret; hence the censor- 
ship 


At first only one censor was detailed, 


and ho was put in charge of the cable 
which connects Key West with tho main- 
land. Now, howeverj censors have been 
placed at Tampa and other points not on- 
ly over cable lines, but over telegraph 
lines as well. 


The Kpy West censor remains, as he haa 


been for tho past six weeks, the most im- 
portant personage of the corps. Ifc is at 
Key West that the most interesting news 
regarding the movements of the warships 
comes in. The newspaper correspondents 
grumbled a good deal when they first made 
his acquaintance, and they are not yet 
wholly reconciled to his presence, but he i* 
still at his post. 


The censor is an autocrat. Nothing can 


be clicked over the wires until he has first 
read it and marked it with his O. K, An 
objectionable word or sentence and some- 
times a whole article is rejected. There i« 
no appeal, and even if there was it woiild 
be useless, for news is perishable goods. 


The present autocrat in the Key West 


cable office is Captain James Allen of the 
signal corps. He is a gentlemanly officer, 
and in "spite of the disagreeable duties 
which he Is compelled to perform he is 
personally well liked by the large force & 
correspondents at Key West. This speaks 
volumes for Captain Allen, as it would be 
very easy for an official in his position to 
make himself a petty tftahjb. 


The Key West cable office is a small 


brick building two storifcs high, with »

The captain of the Richmond could 


appreciate the ludicrous side of the af-

Captain 
to duty. Then report to me

Commodore Schley is resolute, ro- 


sourcet'u!. daring, always ready to take 
ihe initiative, capable of d»ciding wisely 
in an emergency and with perfeot con- 
[Idence in himself. He is a man of fine 
literary tastes, speaks French, Spanish 
and Italian fluently and is famous in tha 
navy as a wit and after dinner «nieaker. 
His bonhomie is irresistihlo. He wears 
a fine gold watch that was vote^him by 
the Maryland legislature after the res- 
cue of Greely, but more perhaps he 
values the ebony cane with a gold head 
given him by the crew of the Baltimore. 


The sailor spokesman at the time of 


presentation made the following naive 
speech. Touching his hat and scraping 
his foot with true nautical fervor, ho 
said, "You know, sir, that when you 
were our officer the regulations would 
not allow us to give you a present, but 
now that you have given up the com- 
mand of the ship you are just a gentle- 
man." And no one has ever contradict- 
ed the last statement. 
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HE personal side of the men whose 
business it is to fight for the honor 
"of the flag is a matter of interest to 


every American. The public, hearing 
only of the martial achievements of 
these heroes, associates them exclusive- 
-ly with scenes of havoc and destruc- 
tion, so that the softer side of their na- 
tures is entirely lost sight of. But there 
is a gentle phase in the character of 
these grim fighters, for they are brave 
men, and all brave men are gentle men 
as well as gentlemen. 
$ 


Two of our naval commanders whose 


fondness for domesticity is proverbial 
are Acting Rear Admiral Sampson and 
Commodore Schley. They are types of 
the men who have made the United 
States great among the nations, but the 
softer side of their nature is as lovable 
as the sterner side is admirable. 


Captain William Thomas Sampson, 


No. 2 on the list of his grade, who is 
now by special designation of the presi- 
dent acting rear admiral, commanding 
the 
north Atlantic fleet, popularly 


known as the "Cuba squadron," was 
born in Palmyra, Wayne county, N. Y., 
on Feb. fl, 1840. Many of His relatives 
still live in the vicinity of that placid 
town. The1 love of home is one of his 
strong characteristics, and whenever 
opportunity permits he visits the scenes 
of his boyhood,, where the old people 
lovingly.and familiarly refer to him as 
Billy Sampson. But there are no anec- 
dotes'related of him. He was a quiet, 
studious boy, and today his only weak- 
ness is tennis playing. He owns the 
famous Mormon Hill farm, upon which 
is the embankment where Joseph Smith, 
the prophet of polygamy, dug, as he 
alleged, the golden plates from which the 
"Book of Mormon" was printed by 
the late Major Gilbert, bearing the name 
of Egbert B. Grandin, on an old hand 
printing press which still exists in the 
village of Rose, Wayne-county, N. Y. 
A brother, George Sampson, works the 
farm. Two cousins also live there and 
are employed In the cemetery. 


The old house where Captain Sampson 


first saw the light of day on Johnson 
etreet, at the south end of Prospect hill, 
is still standing, although it has been 
repaired and beautified to such an ex- 
tent that it is now in better condition 
than it ever was during the boyhood of 
the embryonic admiral: Miss Hannah 
Sampson, a sister of the nrval com- 
mander, resides there and is as highly 
respected for her many virtues as for 
her relationship to the commander of 
the north Atlantic squadron. 


Captain Sampson has been twice mar- 


ried. His first wife was Margaret Al- 
drich, the daughter of a prominent Pal- 
myra business man. She died in 1S7S, 
after 16 years of conjugal happiness, 
leaving'*wo daughters. 


Captain Sampson's second wlfo wag 


Miss Mary Burling, a prefeptress in the 
Valmyra C!a,SGica! Union school. 


The family at present lives in a mod- 


est brown cottase at 117 Clark street, 
Glen Ridge, N. J. There are two boys, 
Ralph Earl, ae«d 11, and his brother 
Harold, who is 8. There are also two 
daughters. The sons have "grand times" 
whenever their father is at home, for 
the relations between them are of the 
chummiest nature. Last Fourth of July 
b* was with them and devoted hours to 


a stimulation of-the fires of patriotism 
which they must have inherited from 
him by shooting crackers and. exploding 
torpedoes with the boys and their 
friends, as a. visitor remarked, "the big- 
gest boy of them all." 
The captain and his boys are exceed- 


ingly fond of dogs;, and for some years 
their great d«light was in a magnifi- 
cent English "setter named Andy, who 
was a household pet and constant com- 
panion, but early" this year' the dog's 
genial nature underwent a sudden 
change. He sprang upon Ralph without 
cause and bit the youth severely in the 
face. The canine met a just death for 
his inexplicable treachery 
by being 


chloroformed to death. There are still 
ugly scars on the youth's face, and pos- 
sibly some of them will never disap- 
pear. 


The two daughters of Captain Samp- 


son's first wife are manrieti to two na- 
val officers, .Lieutenant Roy C. Smith 
and Ensign H. K. Jackson. The latter 
immortalized himself when, serving as 
a cadst on one of the vessels caught in 
the hurricane that wrecked the several 
United States men-of-war iii the Har- 
bor of Apia, Samoa, in 1889, he led a 
body of seamen to the tops and formed 
the famous "human sail," which pre- 
vented his ship from going on the rocks. 
For this gallant act young Jackson, who 
otherwise would have lost a commis- 
sion through the lack o? a vacancy, was 
retained in the service by a special act 
of congress. 


The father of Captain Sampson, nam- 


ed George, was a day laborer, and the 
youth helped in tlje ordinary work of 
the little farm. The boy was studious 
and engaged the interest of Squire Wil- 
liam H. Southwick of Palmyra, who se- 
cured from Representative E. B. Mor- 
gan his appointment to the Naval acad- 
emy, which he entered on Sept. 24, 1857, 
and was hastily graduated with his 
clasi in 3S61, just as the country was on 
the verge of civil war. Promotion was 
rapid in those days, and, jumping ov^r 
the grade of ensign, he was made mas- 
ter (a srade since abolished) in August, 
1861. On July 16, 1862, he was made a 
lieutenant and on July 25, 1866, a lieu- 
tenant commander. 


During the war Sampson served on 


board the practice ship John Adams and 
on the monitor Patapsco. 
It was on 


the latter that he won his first fame. 
The monitor was one of the blockading 
squadron, off Charleston. The Federal 
sailors knew that the harbor was full 
ct mines, but when on Jan. 15, 186:., or- 
ders came for the monitor to go in ad- 
vance of the fleet and pick up and de- 
stroy all explosives there was no demur. 
Lieutenant Sampson as executive offi- 
cer was on the bridge, and, ordering the 
marines and sailors behind-iron bul- 
warks, alone on deck, amid shot and 
shell from the forts arid a rain of bul- 
Ifts from sharpshooters, the'Patapsco 
steamed steadily ahead. A few minutes 
later she was rent into fragments bj a 
giant torpedo. Lieutenant Sampson was 
blown into the air and tossed into the 
water 100 feet away, with 25 of the crew 
struggling about him. The remainder, 
more than 70, had been torn to plocrjs. 
The men in the water welre all rescued, 
and the next day Lieutenant Sampson 
serenely reported for duty. 


In 1865-7 Sampson was on the flagship 


Colorado- of the European squadron. 
After service at the Naval academy as 
instructor in chemistry he had another 
cruise in European waters. He was in 
command of the Alert in 1874-5 and the 
Swatara on the Asiatic squadron in 
1ST9-S2. From 1886 to 1890 he was su- 
perintendent of the Naval academy and 
was then in command of the.San Fran- 
cisco for two years. He was given a 
captain's commission on March 26, 1889. 


From . January, 1892, until June, .1897, 


Captain Sampson was chief of the bu- 
reau of ordnance and since June 15 of 
last-year was on board thie Iowa until 
he transferred his flag, to the New ,?ork 
recently. • He has for y^ars -been consid- 
ered, one of .the,ablest,. fiBd most scien- 
tific officers in -the navy.'•'"•'"'. 


There is a tradition about the navy 


department that the "ordnance bureau is 
the, most rigid of all -the .eight' bureaus 
and that it.abandons old, positions with 
more, deliberation than any of the oth- 
ers. The chief has a multiplicity of du- 
ties. He'fiiust attend to the manufac- 
ture and purchase of mfferaive and de- 
fensive arms and apparatuf" and all ma- 
chinery, apparatus and •iqui'pment need- 
ed in their use. He recommends the 
armaments to be carried by vessels, the 
material, kind and qualities of ship ar- 
mor and the dimensions of gun turrets. 
He has to indicate the distribution of 
the weights to be carried by the ships 
when their carrying power is determin- 
ed by the constructors. 
This imposes 


upon him the duty of so distributing the 
armor as to have it thickest where it is 
most necessary and yet not interfere 
with the movements or stability of the 
ship. There is no other bureau calling 
for the same amount of special knowl- 
edge on the part of its head official and 
none in which there is so much depend- 
ence upon a progressive chief for steady 
development. 


It v/as for this reason and because of 


his familiarity with the use of torpedoes 
anfl the resistance of explosives to heat 
that he was made president of the 
Maine board of Inquiry. 


The findings of a medical court at 


Key West that Rear Admiral Mont- 
gomery Sicard was temporarily inca- 
pacitated from active duty, owing to 
long continued illness, resulted in Cap- 
tain Sampson being detached from his 
position as commander of the Iowa and 
ordered to take control of the north At- 
lantic squadron March 24 last. 


Sampson's great virtues are coolness 


and aggressiveness, coupled with delib- 
eration. With Lieutenant Joseph Strauss 
tie designed the novel double turret sys- 
tem which has been adopted for the 
latest constructed battleships, the Kear- 
sarge and the Kentucky. Its eWief pur- 
pose is to'avoid the difficulty'in the way 
of concentrating the fire of the heavy 
guns, which is a troublesome problem 
on the Indiana. He Is a keen, shrewd 
man, who thoroughly knows every 
branch of naval theory and practice. 
The confidence in him'is" riot lessened by 
the fact that he came from "the plain 
people," as -Lincoln designated the bone 
and sinew of the country. 


Quite different in' his way is Com- 


modore Winfields Scott! j?chley, a native 
of Maryland, where he. was born in 
Frederick county at the village of Rich- 
field, near Frederick, Oct. 9, 1839. His 
entrance into the Naval academy was 
on Sept. 20, 1856. Cpnsequently both he 
and Sampson matriculated 
into the 


naval service at the age of 17. But he 
was a prankish boy, whils the work- 
man's son was quiet and studious. 
Strange to say, both men have married 
their alter egos, disproving the theory 
that antithesis of disposition is neces- 
sary to connubial happiness. Mrs. Schley 
is as jolly as the commodore, while Mrs. 
Sampson is as reserved as the cap- 
tain. Schley Js a fighting man of the 
impulsive sort, while Sampson is strong 
and brave, with the judicial mind. The 
former'is lithe in body, with jet black 
hair and eyes, the mustache and goatee 
streaked with gray. He looks as if 
there might be a tinge of French blood 
in his veins. There is a Gallic dash and 
nerve in his movement.that strengthens 
the belief. Sampson is about.as tall as 
Schley, being 5 feet 9 inches or'more

in height,, with the. full, broad chest of 
the Anglo-Saxon type, light blond hair 
and close cropped, full beard, now lib- 
erally sprinkled with gray, and the fear- 
less look in his calm, grayish blue eyes 
of some Northman ancestor. 


Captain Sampson has not till very re- 


cently been so-prominent in the news 
of the world as Schley. His success has 
been as solid, but less showy. It'is op- 
portunity that gives the right man 
fame. 
The chance did not come -to 


George Dewey during the civil war, but 
Manilla has placed, him among the list 
of naval immortals. 


Though Schley graduated from the 


Naval aordemy a year in advance of 
Sampson, the two men were both mas- 
ters, at the same date in 1861, lieuten- 
ants at the same time in 1862 and lieu- 
tenant commanders at the contempo- 
raneous date in 1866. The former was a 
commander on -June 10, 1874, a captain' 
on March 31, 1888, and a commodore on 
Feb. 5 of the present year. Shortly aft- 
er he was plaaed in command of the 
flying squadro^ 


He saw much .active service during 


the civil war first on the frigate Poto- 
mac and'then on the gunboat Winona 
in the west gulf (Mexico) blockading 
squadron and 
in 
the 
engagements 


which led to the capture of Port Hud- 
son in 1S63. He commanded the Alert 
on the successful Greely relief expedi- 
tion in 18S4 and the cruiser Baltimore 
when in November, 1891, one of her 
crew was killed and many of his fel- 
lows were injured by a mob in Valpa- 
raiso. He was chief of the bureau of 
equipment and recruiting from 1885 to 
18S9. 


His father was John T. Schley, for 


many years a leading member of the 
Frederick county (Md.) bar. 
He died 


in Baltimore in 1876, but was buried in 
his home city of Frederick. Tears later 
the widow said of her son: "Scott was 
always fond of the sea from boyhood 
and never seemed at home upon land. 
He loved his wife first and his ship 
next. I remember hearing him say the 
last time I saw him: 'On board ship I 
feel at home. 'On land I feel as if I was 
good for nothing.' His father was al- 
ways, when a boy, anxious to enter the 
navy, but his father, Scott's grandfa- 
ther, put his foot down on it, and he 
never got to sea. With his sons it was 
different, for three of them entered the 
navy. Scott was appointed to the acad- 
emy at Annapolis from Frederick by 
Congressman Henry W. Hoffman." 


He married Miss Nannie Franklin, 


daughter of George R, Franklin of An- 
napolis. There are three children, Thom- 
as Franklin, Virginia a.nd Winfield 
Scott. 
The daughter in 1890 married 


Ralph 
Granville Montague 
Stewart 


Wortley, a nephew of the Earl of 
Wharncliffe. 
In England he would be 


a great swell, but he prefers to stay in 
tho United Stattes as a railroad man 
and-financier, with headquarters in New 
York city. One of the boys is in the 
army. The other is in business. 


The commodore is devoted to his fam- 


ily and Is a man 01 very pleasant and 
amiable character who is always in 
good humor, and it is alleged that he 
has never been known to be "out of 
te'mper." 
Schley was a mischievous boy, al- 


ways "trying to break his neck," ac- 


cording to the traditions extant in .the 
vicinity of Frederick, robbi'rfg birds' 
nests or playing pranks on the woolly 
headed old African "uncle," who never- 
theless idolized him. , He was' a fighter 
by instinct and never a close student. 
He graduated near the foot of his class, 
like Grant, while Sampson, with stripes 
on his arm, was near the bead of his 
class. 
' 
- 
The founder of the family in Mary- 


land was Thomas Schley, who settled in 
Frederick near the beginning of the last 
century. Henry Schley, one uncle of the 
present naval hero, fought under Scott 
in* the war of 1812 and another under 
the same commander in Mexico. In 
connection with these ancestors there 
is this story told: In 1861 the sloop of 
war to which Schley was attached in 
European waters was hurriedly ordered 
hojne. On arriving in Boston harbor 
the officers and crew feverishly waited 
for the "news," and in response tb the 
captain's question the pilot answered, 


Military and 


Naval Gossip, 


To supply an army -with weapons Is 


only a small part of the work of equip- 
ment. The men must be fed and clothed, 
and provision must be made for count- 
less contingencies. Wagons, light bat- 
tery carriages, ambulances and forges 
are now built by contract, and they can 
be turned out quickly. 


Clothing, shoes, hats and like furnish- 


ings for the army come under the su- 
pervision of the quartermaster general 
and his assistants and are supplied by 
contract and stored at the different 
quartermasters' 
department 
store- 


houses throughout the country. Food 
supplies are under the supervision of 
the commissary general of subsistenca 
and are likewise secured by contract. 


While the provisioning of a company 


or regiment even is not a difficult task, 
the supplying of food for 100,000 men is a 
far different matter, and it is absolutely 
essential that transportation from the 
base of supplies should at all times be 
uninterrupted and subject to no delays. 
For this reason the government as- 
sumes control of such railroads andves. 
sels as might be necessary, private busi- 
ness being permitted only so'far as it 
does not conflict with military necessi-. 
ties. 
. Whenever It becomes necessary to 
put an army in condition to take tha 
field, the general in command, upon an 
order from the secretary of war, at 
once'recruits the regular military es- 
tablishment up to its full limit of effi- 
ciency. These men, together with the 
volunteers who have been requisitioned 
from the government of the varioua 
states or have been raised by direct 
enlistment, are assembled at some con- 
venient point, where they are formed, 
into regiments, brigades and divisions 
under officers of sufficient rank In the 
regular army. Most of the volunteera 
when they reach the rendezvous are 
found to be imperfectly clothed and 
shod and also In many cases entirely 
ignorant of the simplest features of the 
life of a soldier in the field. These men 
must of course be taught to know what 
is expected of them on the march and 
in camp and what they must'do to pre« 
serve their health.

The Cost of Armor Plate- 


Many /persons are surprised that In 


these days of cheap iron and steel ar» 
mor plate should cost J300-or more pel 
ton, yet an American company has con. 
tracted to send a large amount of plate 
to Russia at a still higher figure. The 
price of armor is accounted for by tha 
enormous cost of the plant, by the diffi- 
culty of handling such heavy pieces of 
metal and by the complexity' of the 
process of manufacture. A piece of steel 
weighing 59,000 pounds is no trifling 
thing to handle, and It takes from thre» 
to six weeks to make a piece of armor 
plate. 
Each plate has a different shape M 


fit the precise place on the ship's sida 
which it is to occupy. A huge press, 
capable of a pressure of 100 tons to the 
square inch, shapes the metal before it 
is hardened. When the plate is to ba 
tempered, it is heated in one of tha 
great furnaces, all the handling being 
done by gigantic cranes, and then 
plunged six or eight feet deep into a 
huge oil tank filled with a mixture of 
crude petroleum, fish oil and rosin. Here 
it stays until cool. It is then put into 
the furnace and annealed, after which 
it is put into a pit and covered with cin-r 
ders "or some GO hours. Of course there 
are huge borers and planers for finish- 
ing the plates and providing the bolts 
for fastening them to the ship. 
In the harveyizing process the sur- 


face of the plate is carbonized to a 
depth of three or four inches by spread- 
ing silica sand, slack and a clay mix- 
ture over the plate and subjecting it to 
an intense heat, from which it is al- 
lowed to cool gradually In the furnace. 


A Torpedo Boat's Machinery. 
The engines of a. torpedo boat are of 


the five cylinder triple expansion class 
or of the quadruple expansion type. 
They are the lightest, most carefully 
adjusted and the most perfect and deli- 
cate specimens of mechanism afloat. As 
a consequence they must be handled 
with consummate skill. Usually there 
are two sets ol engines, Occupying the 
entire waist of the ship and a part of 
tho of tor f>ody. T-!vpry part is ns com- 
pact as possible. There is not an inch 
of waste space. Pipes, pumps, cylin- 
ders, levers and other parts of the ap- 
paratus are presented to the view oiT the 
uninitiated in seemingly endless confu- 
sion.
